Claims 1 and 83 have been amended. 
Claims 84-86 have been added. 

Claims 1-10, 67 and 83-86 are being acted upon as the elected invention. 

Claims 11-66 68-82 and the non-elected species have been withdrawn from further consideration by 
the examiner, 37 C.F.R. § 1 . 142(b) as being drawn to the nonelected inventions. 

3. Given applicant's newly added claims the following species election is noted as it applies to the 
originally presented invention, encompassed by claims 1-10 and 67, 83-86.
